I recently received a letter from CAWMC member Bob Savoy, who is a cawn® 
member and also president of the Atlantic Provinces Wooden Money Association (APWMA). 
At present, Bob has health problems and is on an extended stay in hospital for heart tests. 

Bob has asked me to write a brief statement explaining the present status of the 
APWMaA. He indicates that presently the wooden money meetings, that normally took place, 
are no longer taking place, at the regional Atlantic Provinces Numismatic Association (APNA) 
twice yearly (spring and fall) shows. Because of this, Bob is using “Timber Talk’ as a temporary 
vehicle to inform APWMA members, who are also CAWMC members, of happenings in the 
Maritimes. Presently APWMA has been ‘put on hold’, with the sincere hope that in the near 
future, it can be reactivated and get back on track.
